The signs of spring they observed 
during this month of thirty days were 
not mere fantasy or guess work pho- 
phecy. They knew the secrets of na¬ 
ture and that spring is her busy sea¬ 
son and April her housecleaning 
month.

The production of clean milk is of I 
paramount importance to the dairy j 
industry. This is clearly shown in a 
new pamphlet entitled “Producing! 
Clean Milk,” written by the Dominion 
Agricultural Bacterialogist, A. Grant 
Lochhead, Ph. D. The author points 
out that the quality of our Canadian 
cheese, butter, condensed and pow¬ 
dered milk, ice cream, and of milk 
and cream consumed in liquid state is 
dependent on the success of the milk 
producer in providing a clean article. I 
No manufacturer, cheese-maker, but¬ 
ter maker or city dairyman can raise 
the quality of his product higher than 
the quality of the milk delivered to ! 
him. Milk is easily contaminated but' 
by proper methods of handling it can! 
be easily protected against contamin- j 
ation. These methods are described: 
in the pamphlet which may be obtain-! 
ed from the publications branch, de-l 
partment of agriculture, Ottawa. It 
shows that ninety-nine per cent of the 
contamination is controllable by the 
producer himself if he will employ 
ordinary’sanitary measures which any 
one handling a food product should be 
willing to take. 

BEES ANI) BEES-NESS

HAD VERY BUSY YEAR 

Debt Adjustment Bureau Has Had 
Very Busy Year. Total $403,000 
Handled in South Branch 


The annual report of the work car¬ 
ried on under the debt adjustment act 
has now been submitted by direotor Z. 
Mcllmqyle to the government. It 
shows a considerable increase in the 
work done at both Edmonton and Cal¬ 
gary offices during the year, there be¬ 
ing an increase of 234 files at the Cal¬ 
gary office and 106 files at the Ed¬ 
monton office in that period. 

The amount of money handled by 
the Calgary branch during the year 
was $403,027.03, an increase of $137,- 
504.36 over any previous year and a 
total of $1,125,869.93 in the past five 
years. The increase is due partly to 
the fact that more farmers are mak¬ 
ing use of the provisions of the act 
and partly that creditors are now 
bringing more pressure to bear on far 
mers than they did in previous years. 
The increase in the number of cases 
where farmers have made assign¬ 
ments under the bankruptcy act has 
necessitated the engaging of an addi¬ 
tional. assistant who is a qualified 
lawyer to take charge of this work. 

In many cases where farmers have 
originally contemplated bankruptcy 
proceedings, the department has been 
enabled to effect-compromises with 
creditors under the provisions of the 
debt adjustment act, thus saving 
many bankruptcies. Creditors have 
co-operated very satisfactorily in the 
making of such compromise arrange¬ 
ments. As can be seen from the fact 
that Calgary office handled $403,127 
during the year against only $11,066,- 
22 of receipts by the Edmonton of¬ 
fice, the bulk of adjustment business 
done is the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince. The Calgary office has 1,785 files 
open at the close of the year and in 
addition 33 active files in the bank¬ 
ruptcy list. The Edmonton office has 
200 live files and 9 bankruptcy cases 
during the year.

WHEATPOOLTALK 

Instructive Address Delivered by 
Wheat Pool Official. Sam Brown 
Urged All Farmers to Sign Up 


LAB0R’S_DEMANDS 

Labor Group Brought Up Question of 
Wages Paid Day Laborers. Minister 
Stands Firm 


The new Minister of Public Works 
Hon. O. L. McPherson, came into con¬ 
flict with the Labor group over the 
subject of wages paid day laborers 
when the estimates of his department 
were taken up recently. Labor repre¬ 
sentations in the house endeavored to 
extract a promise that the department 
calling for tenders for road and 
bridge work would specify the going 
rate of wages for common labor in 
the contracts. This the' minister re¬ 
fused intimating that the policy of 
the department would not be changed. 
In the past, it has provided a fair 
wage schedule for skilled labor in 
most contracts, but not for common 
labor. 

Mr. Christophers also thought that a 
different wage for common labor 
should be set in different districts 
where the cost of living varied. Mr. 
McPherson did not agree with this at 
all. The minister thought the general 
rate throughout the province should 
govern, otherwise excessive costs 
might be incurred in a district where 
work was undertaken and no extra 
men available in the district. There 
was a fight also over the fact that the 
department had paid a wage of 70 
cents an hour to skilled iron workers 
in tearing down the Louise bridge in 
Calgary. Mr. White denounced this 
as taking advantage of conditions to 
break down established rates for skil¬ 
led labor. The minister denied there 
was ajft- such intention saying a rate 
had wren struck to keep the skilled 
men employed steadily on the job in¬ 
stead of giving them a small portion 
of the work at higher wages, then let¬ 
ting them go and having the remain¬ 
der done by unskilled men. 

The public works estimates carry a 
total of $1,315,804 current and $2,489, 
705 capital expenditure, and the house 
put in most of the evening passing 
the items. 


BE CAREFUL 


The number of lives taken by this 
insidious poison of monoxide gas gen¬ 
erated by the exhaust of motors Ls 
increasing to a deplorable total. Many 
fatalities could be prevented by time¬ 
ly warning. Dealers and garagemen 
could perform a great service by 
pointing out to every customer, even 
at the risk of repetition the simple 
rule by which danger of monoxide gas 
poisoning can be avoided. Just at 
this time of the year when the car 
owner feels the temptation to tinker 
with his machine in order to have it 
fit for the road when the season ar¬ 
rives in earnest, it is not only impor¬ 
tant but essential that the danger 
should be understood. 


There was a total enrolment of 
150,656 pupils in Alberta public and 
high schools during 1926, an increase 
over 1925 of 2,730. Attendance at 
fural schools shows improvement. 
The demand fur-*fi£pndary education 
is on the increase and the percentage 
of pupils' continuing through the 
high schools is higher than formerly. 
Thirteen hundred students attended 
the University of Alberta last year, of 
which 897 wete men and 405 were 


that town. This ranch was bought 
last fall by an agent of the colony.

Approximately 12,000 Hungarians 
are scheduled to come to Saskatche¬ 
wan and the other Western Provinces 
this year (as compared with 4,500 
last year), according to the Rev. John 
Kovach, special missionary to Hun¬ 
garian colonies in Western Canada. 

Penny in the slot radio apparatus 
is to be introduced in London. There 
will be booths in which individuals 
will sit with ear phones while listen¬ 
ing to the wireless program until they 
get their penny’s worth. The post¬ 
master general has sanctioned a pri¬ 
vate company undertaking the scheme 

When the internal trouble which 
has been devastating China for the 
last two years subsides a tremendous 
market will open up for Canadian 
wheat, according to J. E: Scott, repre¬ 
senting a big British firm at Hong 
Kong, on his way back to London to 
report. 

During 1926 the number of milch 
cows that contributed to the dairy 
production of the province totalled 
436,505, according to C. P. Marker, 
Alberta Dairy Commissioner. The to 
tal value of the dairy products of the 
province was $21,820,000. This com¬ 
pares with $546,676 in 1901. 

The citizens of Blackie regret to 
hear of the loss sustained by L. White 
in the passing of his wife after a 
short illness. She died of appendici¬ 
tis following an operation in the High 
River hospital. The sympathy of the 
people of this district go out to Mr. 
White in his sad and sudden bereave¬ 
ment. 

J. R. Moore, of Savoy, Alberta, is 
leading in the egg laying contest be¬ 
ing conducted by the Dominion Exper 
imental Farm at Lethbridge. Mr. 
Moore’s pen of white wyandottes has 
911.1 points to its credit, while a 
Medicine Hat poultryman has a good 
hold for second place with 810.1 
points. 

Plans are being considered for the 
^establishment at Calgary of a plant 
to utilize the George H. Harrison pro¬ 
cess for the conversion- of straw and 
straw smoke into a variety of pro¬ 
ducts, including paint, enamel, cement 
and disinfectant, so it is stated by 
Walter McHugh, of Calgary, who is 
interested in the Harrison plant at 
St. Paul Park, Minnesota. 

The Workmen’s Compensation 
Board came in for much criticism 
from a committee of the Alberta 
House. The claim is made that com¬ 
plainants are frequently up against a 
stonewall in regard to getting fairer 
treatment from the Compensation 
Board and somebody to which cases 
might be appealed desirable. 

Preliminary figures on the produc¬ 
tion of natural gas and petroleum in 
the Province of Alberta for 1926, fur¬ 
nished by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, are: Natural gas produc¬ 
tion 10,418,697,000 cubic feet, valued 
at $3,041,100. Petroleum production 
217,088 barrels, valued at $906,968. 
Alberta is now the largest producer 
of oil and gas in Canada. 

The British Columbia lumber indus¬ 
try broke all records in 1926 with a 
timber cut of 2,900,000,000 exclusive 
of material used for fuel and farming 
purposes—an increase of 11.7 per 
cent, over the previous year. Water¬ 
borne exports out of the province 
were 720,000,000 feet, or 130 , 000,000 
feet more than the preceding year; 
Japan’s purchases being 164 per cent, 
greater. 

Forest wealth saved is forest 
wealth earned, these days; and fires 
last year in this province were reduc¬ 
ed by 400 from the total of the year 
before, being 2,147 all told. A large 
number of these were caused by 
lightning during the dry season, when 
however, extra precautions were tak¬ 
en and special preventive rules laid 
down in the logging camps. The mon¬ 
ey loss by forest fires in 1926 is esti¬ 
mated at a million less than the year 
before. Rentals, licenses, stumpage, 
loyalty, etc., brought in $3,600,000. 
The forest expenditure cost $446,864, 
exclusive of protection. 


The interest manifested by mem¬ 
bers of the Wheat Pool of Blague and 
district at their annual meeting held 
at Blackie on Saturday last indicates 
the fact that the average farmer be¬ 
lieves the pooling system to be the 
sensible and best way to market their 
grain. The following officers were 
elected: President, J. O. Anderson; 
Vice Pres., Thos. Ray craft; Secretary 
Frank,Ward; Directors, Messrs. Robt. 
Anderson, Sam Fox, C. S. Kiddoo. 
Correspondence was read by the sec¬ 
retary and general discussion follow¬ 
ed. Mr. Mangles of the Wheat Pool 
staff addressed the meeting and gave 
an able address in which he explained 
the primary object of the Wheat Pool 
was to market its members wheat on 
a non-profit basis and in an orderly 
and intelligent manner as opposed to 
the disorderly “dumping of a large 
volume of grain on an unwilling and 
often “glutted” market. The Alberta 
Wheat Pool sells its wheat in co-oper¬ 
ation with the Wheat Pools of Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan through the 
Central Selling Agency of the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Pool. 

Sam Brown, M.L.A., moved a hear¬ 
ty vote of thanks to Mr. Mangles for 
the able address and he urged the 
necessity for all pool members to 
stick together for the principles of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool. Farmers who 
have not joined the Pool, he believed 
were working on a wrong basis as the 
old system will never get us any 
where. He would like to see the com¬ 
ing “sign-up” one hundred per cent. 
The meeting was the largest held [ 
since the first contracts were signed.
